SSMtrred by Chinas threats to 
wiilidniw from the Leagee of 
Nations, the league council this 
afternoM took Its first eoncrete 
stop toward obtaining Jai>anese 
evacMUon of the recently seized 
toriltory in Manchsda. 
A compromise resolution, drafted 
by the cwnmlttee of five, was pre­ 
sented at a public session. 
This 
resolution meets the Chinese de­ 
mand that actimi be taken before 
the council again adjourns and also 
Chinese insistence that the Japa­ 
nese must withdraw before the Man- 
churian dispute is subjected to fur­ 
ther negotiation. 
By recommending direct negotia­ 
tions between Japan and China after 
the Japane^ withdraw it completely 
accepts the Tokyo viewpoint that the 
issue be settled by the two powers 
without outside intervention bv the 
League or the United States. * The 
touncii also emphasizes that China 
must provide adequate guarantees 
for Uie safety of Japanese citizens 
in Manchuria. 
China’s chief delegate declared 
the ге$(Яи1шп fell short of meeting 
his givernment’s demands and the 
Japan ise chief delegate also refused 
to acc jpt it immediately. In conse­ 
quence the council rece.ssed until 5 
p. m. tomorrow to await arrival of 
instructions frcHu the two disputant 
powers. 
If these replies are favorable the 
council will adjourn until Nov, 16.

Head Division Parental Education, 
Cleveland College, Western 
Reserve University 
Abraham Lincoln never heard of 
an intelligence test: 
neither 
did 
your great-grandmother, if she died 
prior to 1900. The intelligence test 
unknown thirty years ago is fash­ 
ionable now. Like 
many 
other 
“styles” it came from Paris. 
No magic about an intelligence 
test. It merely consists of a num­ 
ber of mental stunts which have 
been given to a large number of un- 
relected persons 
of various 
ages 
The particular stunts which the av­ 
erage eight-year old person could 
do were known as the eight .-year 
old test. 
An array of such tests, ranging 
from a group easy enough for the 
child of three up to a series hard 
enough ior the average adult, were 
assembled on a printed folder. With 
this array of mental stunts any in­ 
dividual may be tested by the psy­ 
chologist. The person who can do 
such a series of stunts as well as 
the average seven-year-old has been 
found to do, is rated as having a 
mental age of seven years. But in 
performing on the test this person 
may be able to do some stunts in­ 
tended for the average child of eight 
and may even fail on one or two of 
the six year old tests. His average j 


with 
a mental age of seven 
may 
have lived only five years years, or 
he may have lived nineteen. While 
I was psychological examiner in the 
U. S. Army during the World War 
I found some soldiers with a menta. 
age as low as five, and a goodly 
number under eight.

Such an intelligence test as 
we 
have described is the one known as 
the Standard Revision of the Binet- 
Simon Test, first developed in Paris 
by Professor Binet and Dr. Simon 
later revised at Stanford university 
by Professor Lewis Terman. If you 
were to take your child to a psyehol 
ogist for a mental examination he 
probably would be given this test. 
It takes from thirty minutes to an 
hour to give it, and only one child 
can be tested at a time. You can

Only a train­ 
ed psychologist will be able to make 
an accurate mental rating of your 
child; even he may make some er­ 
rors.

When our country 
entered 
the 
World War our government called 
upon the psychologists of this coun­ 
try to devise intelligence tests 
for 
the army. It was seen at once that 
we could not have enough psychol­ 
ogists to examine all of Uncle Sam’s 
army, one man at a time: hence the 
group tests were developed whereby 
several hundred men could be ex­ 
amined simultaneously. One of these 
group tests was called Alpha. It was 
given to those who could read and 
write English. This group made up 
75 per cent of the army. The other 
croup test was called Beta, given to 
these soldiers “who could not read 
an English newspaper nor write a 
letter home pi English.” the other

One of the important functions of 
the health director of any city is the 
examination of milk furnished citi­ 
zens by the various dealers. 
A 
healthy milk supply does away with 
one of the prolific breeding places 
of disease germs and it is for the 
purpose of seeing that milk dealers 
do furnish clean milk that Dr. W. L. 
Steen, city health director, makes 
monthly inspection of milk sam­ 
ples. 
The examination determines the 
number of bacteria in the milk. By 
this means is measured the amount 
of dirt there is in the milk. Bac­ 
teria live and grow on the small 
particles of dirt and while the dirt 
- itself 
cannot 
be 
measured 
the 
amount of bacteria living on it can. 
Good, clean milk should contain 
ess than 25,000 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter. Milk that contains more 
than 100,000 bacteria per cubic cen­ 
timeter is classed as unsanitary and 
unwholesome and its sale in New 
Castle is prohibited by law.

GENEVA, Oct, 22—The council of 
the League of Nations today moved 
toward adjournment for three weeks 
on condition that Japan will prom­ 
ise to withdraw her 
troops 
from 
Manchuria during that period and 
that China will undertake to protect 
Japanese lives and property. 
A plenary meeting of the council 
to consider adopting a resolution 
providing for a recess on these terms 
was summoned for 4:00 o’clock this 
afternoon.. 
Victory For Japs 
The Chinese delegation, it is un­ 
derstood, has no authority from its 
government to approve adoption of 
the anticipated resolution. 
Adjournment for three Weeks is 
interpreted by observers here as a 
diplomatic victory for Japan since 
in this event the member of the 
council would leave Geneva with 
Japanese troops still in non-treaty 
zones In Manchuria. 
The 
Chinese 
have 
contended 
throughout the ten days of negotia­ 
tion here that evacuation of Jap­ 
anese troops was a necessary pre­ 
lude to the opening of direct nego­ 
tiations between Tokyo and Nank­ 
ing, 
The “Big Five” met this morning 
to put the finishing touches on the 
resolution calling for the recess. 
Hoped For Action 
Hopes for a day of action after .so 
many days of talk dawned at 8:15 
A. M. when six long cablegrams ar­ 
rived f r o m J a p a n , containing 
Tokyo’s instructions to Kenkichi 
Yoshizawa, head of the Japanese 
delegation here. 
The character of 
these instructions was reported to 
have aroused the optimism of the 
Japanese delegation. 
China injected a new element into 
the situation today when her spokes­ 
man, Dr. Alfred Sze, sent Aristide 
Briand,- acting chairman 
of 
the 
council, a note requesting creation 
of a permanent commission of ar­ 
bitration and conciliation to super­ 
vise ironing out of Sino-Japanesc 
differences.

victory of Thomas Amile, at the re­ 
cent special election In Wisconsin 
to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of the veteran Representative 
Henry AUen Cooper, is an important 
gain for the Insurgents both in the 
state and in Congress.

In 
1924 when Wisconsin voted for the 
elder La Follette’s independent pres­ 
idential candidacy by a large major­ 
ity, Cooper’s district went for Cool- 
idge. When Cooper—the dean of the 
House in length of service with his 
18 terms—died early this past Spring 
the regular Republicans of the state 
saw what they thought was a rare 
opportunity for striking a smashing

He 
had powerful newspaper support and 
is an aggressive campaigner, 
Mrs. Cooper sought the La Fol- 
lette endorsement but they turned 
to young Am lie, a labor lawyer, a 
wet, and an outspoken critic of the 
Hoover administration. Several other 
self-professed Progressives also en­ 
tered the run-off, but the race was 
between Amlie and Blanchard. 
Both made the issue squarely on 
Hoover. Blanchard asked for elec­ 
tion to “uphold the hands of the 
President.” Amlie publicly announ­ 
ced that if sent to Washington he 
would vote with the Insurgents. 
The Progressives threw their most 
powerful campaigners into Aralie’s 
fight. Senator La Follette, Senator 
Blaine, Governor Phil La Follette, 
toured the district urging Amlie’s 
election.
